EXTRAORDINARY MEETING, MONDAY 10 MAY 1993 

WINDMILL CENTRE Development Contract Mr N Mattinson, of Woolerton Truscott 
(consultants) was in attendance. Cllr O'Brien reported that the lowest tender from 
competing contractors was £107,000 over the planned budget [ABOUT 34 PERCENT OVER - 
EDS]. Reasons included additional tree planting and car parking requirements, 
refinements to hard landscaping and late additions to the contract. The project 
could be brought back to budget by scrapping the multi-use court, toddlers’ play 
area and ball-stop fencing, reducing paving, paths and planting, and cutting the 
maintenance contract from 2 years to 12 months. PC was asked to rank these in 
order of importance. There was also a suggestion that the £20,000 contingency fund 
might be raided. CDC might agree to ease its planning requirements, so reducing 
the cost of landscaping and parking. 

There was considerable discussion on the bowling green ~ maintenance will cost 
£16,300 in the first year and about £10,000 in subsequent years: the timing of the 
erection of sports pavilions - cricket first, by 30 June, the others shortly after: 
the need for a comprehensive maintenance plan - Windmill Committee to report: and 
the importance of the Toddlers Play Area. : 

GRANTS AND OTHER FUNDS CDC - £28,000 including the £20,000 already promised for 
bowling green. Possible further small grant towards Centre extension. Forestry 


Commission £1,000 woodland grant approved in principle. If trees are coppiced more 
money may be available. Sports Council - ‘full support’ but all funds already 
committed 2 years ahead. Football Trust - possible grants toward multi-use court. 
PC to apply in June. Institute of Sports Sponsorship ~- ‘sports match’ 50/50 scheme 
with business sponsors; limits £1, 000-£75, 000. undation f i} if the Art 


~ no reply so far. 

Other ideas included entering the scheme into ORCC Village Ventures Competition; 
approaching 'local' firms (including Wilcon) for sponsorship; applying for a grant 
for water-sprinkler systems; building up revenue from users of the Windmill 
facilities; running competitions [READERS' SUGGESTIONS GRATEFULLY RECEIVED - EDS]. 
Mr Boyt, representing the Bowls Club, speaking by invitation, said that ever since 
PC took over responsibility for the green there had been poor communications, 
delays, changes in design and escalating costs. Loss of playing time had led to 
loss of members and consequent financial problems. The Chairman understood the 
club's dissatisfaction but what had happened had been unavoidable. 

More generally, estimated future maintenance costs (bowling green, hedges, trees, 
sports field) chargeable to the contract would be £17,500 a year, of which 80% was 
labour. Maintenance costs must be shared between Clubs and Parish Council. 
CONCLUSION PC to ensure that in bringing overall costs back to budget, ways are 
found to re-instate the lost itema. Ideas should be fed into the Windmill 
Committee, who will come up with a 'task force and money’ approach, 

THE MEETING THEN WENT INTO CLOSED SESSION TO DISCUSS PROPERTY MATTERS. THE CHAIRMAN 
EXPLAINED TO THE DEDDINGTON NEWS THAT THERE HAVE BEEN PRICE-SENSITIVE ISSUES AND IF 
THESE WERE DISCUSSED IN PUBLIC THE PARISH COULD END UP PAYING MORE THAN NECESSARY. 
WE ACCEPT THIS ARGUMENT WHEN CIRCUMSTANCES ARE EXCEPTIONAL, WHICH SHOULD NOT BE 
OFTEN. THE COMMUNITY IS ENTITLED TO KNOW WHAT IS BEING DONE IN ITS NAME. OPENNESS 
IS RARELY AN EASY OPTION, BUT IT'S NEARLY ALWAYS THE RIGHT ONE ~ EDS.] 


ANNYUAL PARISH MEETING, 19 MAY 1993, PARISH CHURCH 
About 60 parishioners were present at this opportunity for the PC to report to the 
Parish, and parishioners to question the PC. The Chairman paid tribute to former 
Chairman Dr Bill Mace, whose death in December 1992 had so deprived the parish. 
He is sorely missed. 
In his report to the Parish, the Chairman commended the Clerk for his work. 
LEGAL ACTION In August 1992 PC decided that enough had been done to examine the 
pros and cons of taking legal action over any shortcomings in the original contract 
of sale of village land. No further action would be taken. 
COUNCIL BUSINESS had been carried out with allocation of responsibilities to a 
number of sub-committees or individual Clirs - Planning, Windmill Centre, Low cost 
housing, Footpaths, Village Appraisal, Land usage, Bus tokens, Allotments, Post 
Office Users, Town Hall, Grants, Highways/Traffic, Village Steward, Cemetery.

VILLAGE FUNDS Following a public meeting and subsequent exchange of views, PC had 
apportioned about £330,000 to developing the Windmill Centre, cut the Parish's 
share of this year's Community charge/Council Tax to zero, funded arts and drama, 
heritage support, footpaths and traffic calming: and invested nearly £600,000 to 
fund the village steward, provide capital for land acquisition, future grants etc. 
WINDMILL BOOKINGS were at a very satisfactory level; but clearly more would be 
needed after completion of the current developments. 

COMMUNITY BUS needs to be used much more. 

TOWN HALL AND HOLLY TREE CLUB If major public money is put into these, control 
(and even ownership) should pass to PC, 

DISCUSSION AND QUESTIONS - Parishioners’ points of view. 

Coat of Arms There should be a Presentation Committee to manage all aspects of the 
granting of Deddington'’s Coat of Arms, a great honour given to no other village in 
the country. Planning PC should have presented the community's case at the recent 
public inquiry on the proposed Earl's Lane second development. Relying on written 
objections was not good enough. Playscheme in school holidays [see page 4]. PC 
should support this with a grant. Precept PC should set aside part of the Village 
Funds specifically for underwriting the precept each year, in whole or in part. 
Town Hall Clarification is urgently needed. PC, Feoffees (and perhaps The 
Friends) to meet and agree on what is to be done and how it is to be funded, 
VILLAGE APPRAISAL Jim Flux, Chairman of the Appraisal, outlined progress to date. 
A draft questionnaire was now ready for agreement with the Parish Council. It was 
hoped that teams of helpers would deliver, help with and collect the questionnaires 
during July, with a view to answers being analysed and results reported to the PC 
in October, Sarah Hall of Oxfordshire Rural Communities Council said that about 

20 villages in Oxon had already completed Appraisals, with very high response 
rates. Many others were under way. In discussion, parishioners expressed support 
for the Appraisal, stressing that what really mattered was the use made of the 
results, including publication. Jim Flux invited those present, and any others 
interested, to let the Appraisal team know of any particular areas of questioning 
they would like considered. The team includes Jim Flux, Cllr Hill, Clir Todd, 
Maureen Dew, James Marmion, Tom Rucker and Angela Waller. 


PARISH COUNCIL MEETING 26 MAY 1993 
ELECTIONS CLLR CLINCH WAS ELECTED CHAIRMAN AND CLLR TODD VICE-CHAIRMAN. 

Clir Oddy was thanked for his year of service and progress in the Chair. 

CEMETERY Flat gravestones will not be allowed - they make mowing hazardous. 

PARISH ANNUAL ACCOUNTS Discussion deferred until Clerk is back from holiday. 
VILLAGE BEAUTIFICATION CDC has awarded the parish an Environmental Initiative 
grant of £3,000 which will almost entirely cover the cost of hanging baskets, 
flower beds, shrubs and seats. Much progress has been made. Deddington Gardeners, 
Clir Bowen and the Village Steward were complimented and thanked. 

CIRCULAR WALKS Because of the risk of "New Age Travellers" occupying local land, 
farmers are reluctant to agree to the establishment of circular walks and the 
subsequent publicity. Until the necessary protective legislation has been passed - 
and local MPs are being pressurised to pressurise the government ~ unobtrusive but 
effective barrier systems may be installed. 

PLANNING 1. A major extension to a new house on the Barley Fields development will 
not be opposed, but should not be cited as a precedent. 2. Scaffolding at Ilbury 
House, New Street, Deddington should have warning lights. 

NOTICE OF AUDIT Clerk to attend Bodicote House at 12.30pm on 22 July. 

TOWN HALL A letter from Bill Hunt, Clerk to Deddington Charity Estates, detailing 
various matters of concern, was read out in full. At the invitation of the 
Chairman, one of the Trustees, Bob Stevens, addressed the Council and said that the 
Feoffees would be meeting shortly. They would welcome closer liaison with the PC, 
and this in turn was welcomed by Cllrs. There was an urgent need on both sides for 
clarification and better communication. 

GROVE COURT residents reported that the Old Dovecote was deteriorating rapidly. 
They wanted guidance on what should be done. PC will pass the inquiry to CDC's 
Conservation Officer, Sally Stradling.

FROM CHRISTOPHER AND ANN WATTS, CHAPMANS LANE, DEDDINGTON 

If the adder Fred Deely wrote about in the May News was the last in the district, 
it would be something to record with sadness and not with satisfaction. Around 1969 
we saw what at first sight appeared to be an adder on the road between the Fox and 
North Aston. On closer inspection it proved to be a harmless but speedy grass 
snake, a little larger than Fred's specimen. It disappeared into the corn field on 
the Deddington side. Ann saw another last year on the farm end of Chapmans Lane. 
To add perspective, and so that our children and friends will not respond to our 
native animals and reptiles in a destructive way, there are relatively few snakes 
in the area, let alone adders. Even if we know little or nothing about them they 
should be left alone, neither taunted, played with nor killed, but watched, 
photographed maybe, and, in case they are adders, their presence should be reported 
to someone who can identify them properly and make the necessary provisions for 
protecting both them and us from each other. 

Adder bites are quite rare even in their more popular habitats in the Surrey hills 
and elsewhere, and a bit of common sense (wear wellies or proper boots and not flip- 
flops in the woods, and keep:a good look out?) is usually sufficient. 

More common than the snakes are slow worms, those shiny brown harmless and legless 
lizards which bask under warm stones, and live off small insects. We have known a 
colony of them in Wales for the past three years or so. The biggest is about 30 
centimetres long. They live in an old disused compost heap, where they ‘farm' ants, 
catching them with their round slitted tongues. This year they have a dozen 
youngsters, and we saw two busily making some more last weekend! 

Oh, the joys of spring and the Deddington News; which we have enjoyed and benefitted 
from for as long as we can remember. It does your team proud. [AND WE ARE PROUD

THE WAY WE WERE 


140 years ago 


All the following are from the North Oxfordshire Monthly Times for June 1853. 


CONSECRATION AT CLIFTON 

"The Bishop of Oxford will consecrate 
the new Chapel, at Clifton, in this 
parish (built by the Rev W Cotton 
Risley) on Friday next, the 10th of 
June, at a quarter before twelve 
6'clock, when his Lordship will preach 
a sermon for the occasion; after which 
a Holy Communion will be administered, 
and a collection made at the offertory, 
to be appropriated towards a repairing 
fund. There will be an evening service 
for the poor at six o'clock, when the 
Rural Dean will preach, and a second 
collection made in aid of the above 
mentioned object." 

DEDDINGTON PETTY SESSIONS 

"Thomas Smith, Thomas Brown, and 
William Maslen, three tramps, were 
charged by John Irons, relieving 
officer of Deddington, with breaking 
his window on the 30th of April. They 
went about three in the afternoon, 
asked for relief, and because it was 
refused, immediately broke the window. 
To pay 6d. and 10s. costs each, or 21 
day's hard labour; conmitted. 

Henry Margetts, innkeeper, of 
Deddington, was charged by Daniel 
Harwood, inspector of weights: and 
measures, with having in his possession 
three unjust measures. Mr Faulkner 
appeared for the defendant. The cups 
were measured before the Bench, and the 
deficiency was very trifling. 
Dismissed on payment of 4s. for costs, 
and forfeiture of the cups. 

George Eustace Petty, beer-house 
keeper, Deddington, was charged with 
having in his possession eight unjust 
measures. Convicted and fined 10s. and 
10s. costs." 

Mary Rose, "innkeeper of the same 
place", Robert West, "innkeeper of the 
same place", James Coggins, "innkeeper 
of Hempton", and Edward Hatter, 
"innkeeper, Deddington", were also 
among the 13 local publicans who were 
fined for weights and measures 
offences. [It is perhaps. not 
surprising to find that another case at
